Annual Support Goal Is $200,000 


The University will seek more than $200,000 from 
its alumni, parents and friends through its 1964-65 
Annual Support Program, according to Warren Gould, 
Assistant Vice President for Resources. 

Gifts received through the Annual Support Program 
include unrestricted support from alumni of George 
Washington, parents of undergraduates, local business 
firms, national corporations, and individual friends of 
the University. 

Gifts designated for the “Deans’ Enrichment Pro- 
jects” are also credited to the Annual Support Program. 
These designated projects include support of faculty 
salaries, student assistance and equipment. 

The 1964-65 goal represents an increase of $100,000 
over the results of the 1963-64 program. Last year, 2923 
gifts totaling $101,556 were made to the Annual Support 
Program. 

National Chairman of this year’s Annual Support 
Program is Edgar R. Baker, Vice President of Time-Life 
International and a 1941 graduate of George Washington, 
where he majored in economics and was elected to Phi 
Beta Kappa.

firm of Watson, Cole, Grindle & Watson; for Law—W. 
Theodore Pierson, attorney with the Washington firm of 
Pierson, Ball & Dowd; and for Medicine—George Speck, 
Alexandria physician.

“We believe that George Washington merits the 
annual support of its alumni and friends as never be- 
fore in the University’s history,” Mr. Gould said. “There- 
fore, we are calling on past donors to double the size 
of their gifts for the coming year and are soliciting the 
support of thousands of new alumni and friends.”

More than 2000 Campus Residents 


This fall the University more than doubled its on-campus 
residence facilities with the opening of a new Women’s 
Residence Hall on 19th and F Streets. 

The building. which formerly housed the Park Central 
Apartments, was purchased over a year ago to be converted 
into a residence for 1,000 girls. Rooms were divided into 
two-, three-, four- and six girl suites with bright study areas 
and ample storage space for each girl. 

A major feature of the new hall is the ground floor 
dining room which seats 400 at one time. A new meal plan 
was introduced with the opening of this additional campus 
dining hall requiring the residents of the Women’s Residence 
Hall and freshmen men under 21 years of age in Crawford 
and Adams halls to eat at least 20 meals a week either in 
the new dining hall or in the Student Union second floor 
dining hall. 

Other intriguing features of the Residence Hall include 
a large, first floor recreation room where girls may entertain 
their guests, and laundry rooms, study and typing rooms, 
and social lounges equipped with pantry kitchens on each 
floor. 

Off-white walls and bright upholstery in the common 
rooms of the Residence Hall complement its modern decor. 

Purchase and renovation of the building cost approxi- 
mately 5 million dollars. 

An increased campus recreation program of special 
interest to residence students includes regular feature 
movies, dances, bridge tournaments, and recreational 
sports. More than 2000 students used the gymnasium for 
recreation and intramural contests during October.

The University will sponsor charter flights to Europe 
again in the summer of 1965.

Barcelona, and Paris). 


The Alumni Association flight will be open to alumni 
and University staff members and their immediate 
families. 

The University Charter will accomodate University 
staff, students, and members of their immediate families. 

The 1965 University flights are expected to be simi- 
lar to those of the past two summers, allowing about 30 
days in Europe. Last year’s flight provided a D.C.-Paris 
round trip for $255, and those joining the 30-day land 
tour were provided all hotel accomodations, meals, sight- 
seeing and transportation in Europe for an additional 
fee of $470. Departure from Dulles International was on 
August 7, and from Paris to D.C., September 6.

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Registration Is Largest Since 1949 


Campus registration at the University for the Fall 
Semester of this year was the largest since the record 
year of the fall of 1949. 

The number of students enrolled is 11,965, a 6.4 
per cent increase over last year’s total of 11,362. The 
1949 all-time high registration was 12,414. students. 

The figures released by University Registrar Frederick 
R. Houser reflect campus registration only, and do not 
include enrollment in the University’s many off-campus 
programs. 

A breakdown of the overall campus enrollment for 
this Fall shows that there are 7951 men and 4014 women 
attending George Washington. There are 4863 under- 
graduate students, 4823 graduate students, and 2274 non- 
degree students. 

The full-time student body has increased 17 per 
cent over the Fall of 1963. This Fall’s full-time enrollment 
is 5221; the Fall of 1963 figure was 4464 students. 

In the past five years, George Washington’s full- 
time student body has increased by 1843 students, or 55 
per cent. In the same period the full-time undergraduate 
student body has increased by 1183 students, or 50 per 
cent. The undergraduate student body is presently 73 
per cent full-time. 

Other significant statistics which Registrar Houser 
reported are: 

e A total of 976 new freshmen from secondary 
schools enrolled at GW this fall compared to 715 in the 
fall of 1963. 

e New freshmen from secondary schools are 96 
per cent full-time, compared to 93 per cent last year. 


e There are 660 undergraduate students who trans- 
ferred this fall to GW from other colleges and univer- 
sities. This represents an increase of 13 per cent in the 
number of transfer students over last year.

President Johnson swept the GW mock election by 
almost 3 to 1 as the student body cast a record 2,649 
votes during the 12 hours the polls were open on Friday, 
October 30. Of that total Johnson received 1,922 votes, 
while Goldwater tallied 712 votes. Fifteen votes were 
voided. 

These returns, giving President Johnson about 73 
per cent of the vote and Senator Goldwater about 27 
per cent, greatly exceeded Johnson’s margin in the na- 
tional election returns which gave him 62 per cent and 
Goldwater 38 per cent. 

The University Hatchet had a ready explanation for 
President Johnson’s overwhelming victory on campus. 
“A majority of GW students are from the urban cities 
of the East,” said the Hatchet. “Traditionally, this urban- 
liberal eastern faction backs the Democratic ticket.” 


White House Fellows, Ages 23-35 


President Johnson has announced the establishment 
of the White House Fellows, a program designed to give 
college graduates with exceptional promise and ability 
first-hand, high-level experience with the workings of 
the federal government, and also to increase their sense 
of participation in national affairs. 

Fifteen Fellows will be chosen from various pro- 
fessions by a Commission headed by David Rockefeller, 
President of the Chase Manhattan Bank, to work in 
White House and Cabinet offices for 15 months. They 
will receive a base salary of $7,500—$12,000. 

All Fellows must be 23 to 35 years old, American 
citizens, and graduates of accredited four-year colleges. 
The deadline for applications is December 15, 1964.
